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Gallaudet’s federal funding undecided 
as Congress works to cut budget 


Congressional committees have be- 
gun 10 intensive days of crafting bills 
which will cut the Fiscal Year 1988 fed- 
eral budget by $30.2 billion. How their 
program cuts—which must be complet- 
ed within 10 working days—will affect 
Gallaudet University’s budget remains 
to be seen. 

‘Im hoping we will come out of it 
okay,” said James Barnes, Gallaudet’s 
vice president for Administration and 
Business. 

Until results of the cuts are known, 
Gallaudet is “basically in the same 
mode as we were before Nov. 20—the 
freeze mode,” Barnes said. “We must 
continue to hold our spending and hir- 
ing until we see how it shakes out.” 

On Nov. 20, Congress and the White 
House announced an agreement on a 
plan to reduce the federal deficit by 
about $75 billion over two fiscal 
years—$30.2 billion in FY 88 (which 
- began Oct. 1, 1987) and $45.9 billion 
in FY ’89. 

Some reductions have been spelled 
out, but the specifics of which pro- 
grams will be cut must be worked out 
by Congress, which will be considering 
14 funding bills, including one for edu- 
cation. 

Gallaudet falls into the category of 
discretionary domestic spending, and a 
budget cut of $2.6 billion has been 
recommended for that area. “Probably 
education stands to be one of the larger 
chunks of domestic spending [to be 
cut],” said Barnes. He noted that the 
agreement contained stipulations that 
some areas of domestic spending, such 


as Social Security, will not be cut. 


But Barnes is hopeful that Congress 
will be able to come to a decision to 
reduce the budget by $30.2 million so 
the Gramm-Rudman-Hollings legislation. 
will not continue. The Gramm-Rudman 
legislation, which President Reagan also 
signed into effect Nov. 20, calls for an 
across-the-board budget reduction of 
$23 billion in the absence of any alter- 
native agreement between Congress 
and the White House. This would 
mean an 8.5 percent cut in Gallaudet’s 
federal funds—or $5.6 million. 

If Congress does not work out an 
agreement within 10 legislative days, 
Gramm-Rudman will continue. If an 
agreement is reached, then the Gramm- 
Rudman legislation will be rescinded. 

The best scenario for Gallaudet, ac- 
cording to Barnes, is that its FY 88 
budget could be increased. If this hap- 
pens, “whatever increase we get, we 
hope to give out in salary increases,” he 
said. 

Another possibility is that Gallaudet’s 
federal funding would remain at last 
year’s level—$62 million. “['d be tickled 





to evaluate its options in deciding 
whether to grant salary increases, he 
noted. 


And if Gramm-Rudman stays in ef- 
fect and Gallaudet’s federal funding is 
cut $5.6 million? “There would be a lot 
more to worry about than salary in- 
creases then,” said Barnes. 


An Oct. 20 letter to the campus 
community from President Jerry C. Lee 
recommended a three-phase process to 
deal with potential budget cuts. “We are 
in the pre-first phase now,” said Barnes, 
with hiring and purchases frozen. “The 
last thing we want to do is lay off peo- 
ple,” he said. “That would be our last 
resort.” 


Barnes noted that spending and hir- 
ing have been down at Gallaudet. “The 
campus community has been very 
cooperative about keeping spending 
down,” he said. “We're giving ourselves 
more flexibility, which is what we want 
to do.” | 

In FY ’86, the Gramm-Rudman legis- 
lation did reduce Gallaudet’s federal 
funding by $2.7 million. However, 
faculty and staff received salary in- 
creases that year since they were noti- 
fied of the increases before 
Gramm-Rudman took effect. 


The cuts were restored in the FY ’87 
budget, and Gallaudet was given $62 
million in federal funding. Gramm- 
Rudman was not enacted last year. 


Gallaudet University has been under 
a continuing resolution from the Depart- 
ment of Education, which dispenses its 
federal funds, since Oct. 1, the begin- 
ning of the new fiscal year. “As of Oct. 
1, we got an allotment to cover our ex- 
penses through Nov. 20,” said Barnes. 
A second continuing resolution runs out 
Dec. 16, around the time that Congress 
should finish its deliberations on the 
new budget.

Ceremony recognizes employees 
for securing grants to University 


Gallaudet faculty and staff who were 
the principal movers behind the Univer- 
sity’s obtaining an unprecedented 
$2,472,392 in grant monies in FY 
1988 were honored at a reception in 
Chapel Hall Nov. 18. 

The dollar value of the grants that 
the University secured represents an in- 
crease of almost $1 million from two 
years ago. 

The recognition ceremony, sponsored 
by the Department of Graduate Studies 
and Research, was a tribute to Gal- 
laudet’s successful competition for 
research, training and technical as- 
sistance grants—money which is often 
highly sought after by other colleges 
and universities. It was also the Univer- 
sity’s first occasion to honor grant 





recipients with a ceremony. 


Certificates of appreciation were 
presented to 60 project directors, prin- 
cipal investigators and principal collabo- 
rators whose work was instrumental in 
netting the funds. 


Before the certificates were distribut- 
ed, Provost Catherine Ingold lauded 
their efforts to obtain funding at a time 
when the University is faced with cuts 
in federal funding. 


She added that although the Universi- 
ty has not received substantial money 
for new programs in the past seven 
years, “no one would think, looking at

Gallaudet replies 
to critical article 


Gallaudet has responded to a 
Washington Times article reporting criti- 
cism of Pre-College areas by the Gener- 
al Accounting Office (GAO) following 
its recent audit. 

A letter by Holly Glass, director of 
Public Relations here, appeared in the. 
Nov. 18 issue of the Times in response _ 
to its article of Nov. 5. ae 


The Times article stated that Gal- 
laudet had been criticized by the GAO 
for accounting and record keeping in its 
two pre-college programs, as well as for 
its dissemination of research results and 
products. 

According to the Times, the GAO 
“recommended that Gallaudet develop 
new accounting procedures as well as 


marketing strategies for its products be- 
yond present reliance on a bookstore

Letter clarifies Pre-College audit 
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catalog.” A third GAO recommendation 
was that Gallaudet establish better writ- 
ten monitoring procedures for individual 
research projects. 

Glass’ letter is reprinted below: 

“The Washington Times’ Nov. 5 arti- 
cle, ‘Gallaudet pre-college programs 
faulted for sloppy record keeping,’ 
regarding the General Accounting 
Office’s third audit of Gallaudet Univer- 
sity, contains several misstatements of 
fact that mislead your readers in a 
number of important ways. 

“First and foremost, this article 
makes it abundantly clear that Gal- 
laudet has been subject to ‘highly criti- 
cal’ GAO audits in recent years. The 
Times’ reporter contends that the most 
recent report is another in a series of 
criticisms lodged against the University. 
With respect to the 1985 and 1986 au- 
dits of Gallaudet, this article is a gross 
misrepresentation of those reports. In 
fact, in those two years, the GAO 
declined to make any judgments what- 
soever regarding Gallaudet and offered 
no recommendations to the Senate 
Subcommittee on the Handicapped. 

“Second, the Times noted that Gal- 
laudet had been cited by the GAO in 
its first two audits for ‘the school’s in- 
efficient use of federal funds...’ This is a 
serious charge, but one that is unsup- 
ported by any of the reports, including 
the third audit. Nowhere in any of 
these audits, nor in any statement in 
testimony before the Congress, has the

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GAO claimed that Gallaudet has mis- 
managed its funds or has been in- 
efficient. 

“Third, the Times makes compari- 
sons regarding Gallaudet’s cost per stu- 
dent in relation to other collegiate 
programs serving the deaf population. 
A careful reading of those reports clear- 
ly advises the reader not to make any 
such comparisons since each institution 
is materially different in scope, mission, 
and physical attributes. 

“Yes, the third audit of Gallaudet’s 
Pre-College research and demonstration 
program does make three recommenda- 
tions regarding its operation. Gallaudet 
has worked very closely with the GAO 
throughout all three audits and our 
president, Jerry C. Lee, will seriously 
consider these recommendations as the 
program’s objectives are established and 
implemented from year to year. We 
look forward to providing our full per- 
spective to the relevant congressional 
committees as required. This perspec- 
tive, only in part outlined in the GAO 
report, was not covered in the article. 

“Gallaudet serves a national audience 
in its University and Pre-College pro- 
grams and does so with a high degree 
of responsiveness to quality and cost 
effectiveness. During his tenure as 
president, Dr. Lee has received many 
commendations for his attention to the 
appropriate scope and extent of Gal- 
laudet’s programs. Within that context, 
Gallaudet will continue to ensure that 
its programs meet the intended needs 
of the nation’s deaf and hearing im- 
paired citizens.”

Dec. 29 paychecks available early 


Gallaudet’s last pay date in calendar 
year 1987 is Dec. 29. Because the 
University will be closed for Winter 
Break from Dec. 25-Jan. 4, the Con- 
troller’s Office has adjusted its sched- 
ules to ensure completion of the Dec. 
29 payroll prior to the Winter Break. 


Although paychecks will not be paya- 
ble until Dec. 29, they will be available 
for pickup at the Cashier’s Office, Col- 
lege Hall, Room B-11, on Thursday, 
Dec. 24 until noon. 


Employees not on campus that day 
can request that checks be mailed to 
their homes. Forms for this mailing 
service will be enclosed with the Dec. 
15 paychecks and will also be available 
at the Cashier’s Office. Employees who 
use the direct deposit service will not 
be affected. 


Two withholding changes will occur 
with the first pay in January 1988. 


First, the Social Security tax rate will 
increase from 7.15 percent to 7.51 per- 
cent and the wage ceiling on which the 
change is made will increase from 
$43,800 to $45,000. For employees 
under Civil Service Retirement, the 
Medicare withholding rate will remain at 
1.45 percent. 

Second, for employees covered under 
the new Federal Employees Retirement 
System (FERS), the required withhold- 
ing for benefits will decrease from 1.30 
percent to .94 percent of base wages. 
The combined total withholding rate for 
FERS covered employees will remain at 
8.45 percent. 

In accordance with IRS reporting 
regulations, the 1987 W-2 forms will 
identify tax deferred compensation as a 
separate line item. This includes 
amounts paid into Tax Sheltered An- 
nuity Plan 406b or into the Thrift Sav- 
ings Program.
